KOREAN FILMS AT BERLIN 2013 








For Korean cinema, 2012 was a year marked by 
record ticket sales and an unprecedented level of 
success on the international film festival circuit. 
The commercial industry worked hard to overcome 
its post-2006 slump, which it achieved in impressive 
fashion as it set a new benchmark for box office 
receipts, selling well in excess of 100 million tickets. 
Just as formidable was the independent arm as it 
forged its way to international prominence through 
a plethora of major festival award wins, including 
KIM Ki-duk’s Golden Lion triumph in Venice for his 
latest feature <Pieta>. Now that the books have 
been closed on this landmark year, Korean cinema 
is wasting no time as it gears up for this one. 


First up on the calendar is the 63” Berlin International 
Film Festival, one of the world’s most prestigious 
film events, which, incidentally, will coincide with 
the Lunar New Year, Korea’s most widely observed 
holiday. Last year, seven Korean films screened 
at the festival’s 62” edition. During the Year of the 
Snake, Korean cinema's visibility at the event will be 
even more prominent as ten films will screen across 
various programs. From big auteurs to fresh faces 
and from classic silent cinema to the latest shorts, a 


true cross-section of the breadth of Korean cinema 
will be on show at Berlin this year. 





Representing a bygone era of Korean film will be a 
special screening of AHN Jong-hwa’s <Crossroads 
of Youth> [1934], the oldest surviving silent Korean 
film, which will be accompanied by a Byunsa 
(narrator) and live musical performances. After 


the negatives of the film were found and restored 
in 2007 by the Korean Film Archive (KOFA], this 
immersive production surrounding the feature 
was conceived and directed by filmmaker KIM Tae- 
yong [<Memento Mori>, 1999; <Late Autumn>, 
2011). It makes its way to Germany after having 
screened around the world, including at the New 
York Film Festival, the Barbican in London and the 
Guadelajara International Film Festival in Mexico 
among others. 


Looking forward to the future of the industry, 
promising talent SHIN Su-won’s sophomore work 
<Pluto> will feature in the Generation section, a 
program whose prizes are awarded by a youth jury. 
SHIN’s film is a tour-de-force that examines the 
highly competitive nature of education in Korea by 
depicting some shocking events that take place as 
a result of this pressure-cooker system. Though

stylized and sensationalized, these disturbing set 
pieces are only a slight exaggeration on reality and 
no less disconcerting. 


Another film that will screen in the Generations 
section is the China-South Korea co-production 
<Don't Expect Praises>. Set deep in rural China, 
the film follows two boys as their friendship is 
tested during a few hot summer days. Interspersed 
with charming and evocative animation, YANG Jin’s 
feature is an engaging, sweet and thoughtful work. 


Finally, the short film <Cheong> will also be screening 
in this section. Hailing from the Korea National 





University of Arts, this live action short by KIM Jung- 
in follows a young girl as she spends an afternoon 
with her blind father. 


One of the festivals signature sections, the Panorama 
program will feature no less than four Korean films 
this year, which will explore a number of subjects 
ranging from the lighter matter of egos clashing on 
a film set [<Behind the Camera>) or a film festival 
jury (<Jury>) to the weightier fare of repressed sexual 
abuse (<Fatal>)] and homophobia (<White Night>}. 


E J-yong returns to the festival three years after his 
mockumentary <The Actresses> (2009) screened 
here with <Behind the Camera>, a similar work 
that further explores the ego-driven nature of the 
film industry with a knowing, self-deprecating and 
effortlessly comical demeanor. Following acclaim 
for his numerous forays across different genres, 
E has recently begun to turn the camera on the 





industry he loves so much and with his most recent 
effort he has thrust himself squarely into the 
spotlight by appearing as the main character, or 
should | say target? 


Making his first foray behind the camera but 
boasting an unparalleled wealth of experience 
in the Korean film industry is KIM Dong-ho, the 
honorary director of the Busan International Film 
Festival, who steered the event from its modest 
beginnings to the major global platform that it is 
today. <Jury> Is a short film conceived as the first of 
three installments that will examine separate areas 
of film festival personnel, the remaining segments 
will focus on volunteers and programmers. For 






<Jury>, KIM assembled noted Korean thespians, a 
Japanese director and the English film critic Tony 
RAYNS to examine, in humorous fashion, the hubris 
at work behind the scenes during a festival jury's 
contentious deliberations. 


LEE Don-ku its also presenting his debut film, but 
this feature from the young director is worlds apart 
from the commercial industry. The gritty and low- 
budget <Fatal> examines the neglected effects of 
violent high school sexual abuse, which is a major 
problem in Korea that has only recently entered the 


public spotlight. Following the success of last year’s 
<Silenced>, there were other Korean films In 2012 
that also began to reveal the truth of this endemic 





social ill but none were more successful than this 
focused and gut-wrenching effort from a new bright 
light on the Korean independent film scene. 


Six years ago, LEESONG Hee-il visited Berlin with 
<No Regret> (2006), the first Korean film to be made 
by an openly queer director. This year he returns 
with <White Night>, another work that explores the 
stigma of being gay in Korea. With its poetic-realist 
bent, LEESONG’s new feature is a laconic and 





hypnotic mood piece that is both dark and hopeful 
as it follows its protagonists during one long night 
through the wintry streets of Seoul. <White Night>’s 
message is made all the more powerful as it avoids 
the impulse to proselytize. 


The third Korean film to appear in Berlin's main 
competition in the last seven years, <Nobody’s 
Daughter Haewon> is acclaimed auteur HONG 
Sangsoo's 14th feature. Throughout his films, 
sometimes described as chapters from the 
Same grand oeuvre, HONG has explored the 





nature of the human psyche through his frequent 


experimentations with form and structure. Rather 
than a hindrance, repetition in his films acts as 
a thematic glue, redolent in its ability to evoke 
nostalgia and self-reflection. With his new feature, 
HONG readies us for another introspective trip 
down memory lane. 





The short animated subject <Love Games>, invited 
to the Berlinale Shorts section, is also a work from 
a previous guest of the festival. Currently pursuing a 
fine arts degree at the Korea National University of 
Arts, JOUNG Yumi was previously invited to Berlin 
in 2010 with her film <Math Test>. She returns this 
year with a playful and artistic take on the rituals of 
new love. 


2013 has a lot in store, including English-language 
debuts from BONG Joon-ho, PARK Chan-wook 
and KIM Jee-woon and a flurry of exciting new 
homegrown works from the commercial and 
independent sectors but it all starts here in Potsdam 
Square. Featuring a strong lineup representing the 
past, present and future of the industry, the 63” 
edition of the Berlin International Film Festival 
marks a grand starting point to what is shaping up 
to be another landmark year for Korean cinema.
